In Paris, where the imagination fre- 
quently burns with a blue flame, indi- 
cative, like blue meteors, of intense 
combustion, they are now talking of a 
tour of the world by aeroplane, — It is 
the ideal way to go, they aver, and 
even more promising in the matter of 
romantic adventures than Jules Verne's 
circumambient flight by held-up trains, 
Jumbering elephants and exploding 
steamships. The aerial route has no 
custom houses, no detours, no washed- 
out bridges, no delayed connections; 
and if some charming person had to 
be rescued en route it could be more 
easily as weil as more theatrically be 
effected by dropping down out of .the 
sky, a la Perseus.

GET ENOUGH TO EAT IN |

Loudou, Vet S—The continued 
drought is cansing no end of misery 
throughout the country and ino many 
places a water famine is feared, Lon- 
don fortunately is in. no danger of 
having ils water supply restricted, but 
other larfee ¢ sure seriously threal- 
ened, Manchester's distant stores of 
water are running lower and lower. 
Several of the largest reservoirs have 
long been dry and grass is sprouting 
in the hard beds. 

Manehester still has a stock of 064,- 
000,000 gallons of water, wad wilh 
the restrictions enforeed by the Water- 
works Committee—by which the sup- 
ply is now cul off from seven in the 
evening till six in the morniug—there 
is a daily saving of 7,000,000 gallons. 
Nevertheless, the citizens are urged to 
waste as Htlle water as possible. 

Ten thousand people are threatened 
with the pangs of hunger in Bradford, 
Which has never been more prosperous 


than jt is at present. Such ois the 
situation which has avisen through 
the water famine. The drought has 


dried up the watercourses of the Nidd 
Valloy, and, as the city has only a 
water reserve of £80,000,000 gallons 
of water, ity industry and commerce 
Will, unless coplous rains fall In. the 
eantlame, be brought to a standstill 
in less than three weeks. 

Even now the daily supply of water 
has been limited to nine hours by the 
Bradford corporation, whose restrict- 
ive action, though hardly — avoidable, 
hae thrown shout 2.900 wool combers 
and 600 dyers and laborers out of em- 
ployment. The number of their de- 
pendents is placed at between 8,000 
and 8,000, and a3 wages, more par- 
ticularly in the wool combing trade, ars 
notoriously raeagre, no savings stand 
between them and hunger.

SCORES GOVERNMENT 
WHICH USES TROOPS 
TO PUT DOWN RIOTS 


General Federation of Labor in France Severely Criticized 
for Its Proposition—Declare Labor Is Preventing 
Free Exercise of All Political Institutions 


(By A. W. L’Amoureux.) 

Paris, Oct. 5.—The General Gon- 
federation of Laver has addressed to 
every werkmen's association in the 
country a manifesto inveighing against 
the iniquity of a government which 
employs troops to quel riots, and ad- 
vocaling & renewal of the anti-mili- 
tarist, agitation . The associated trade 
and labor unions of the Seine depart- 
ment, which are affiliated to the gen- 
oral Confederation of Labor, have an- 
nounced that a mass meeting of protest 
will be held in the Belleville. quarter 
of Paris. 

One of the most seathing condemna- 
tious... of (he gencral Confederation. of 
Webor that have ever been published 
{no France oomes from an entirely un- 
expeeled quarter. Writing in “Le 
Radical,” (he official organ of the Rad- 
joal and Socialist-Radical party, M. 
Henri Chatenet, the secretary of the 
party organization, declares that the 
soneral, Confederation of Labor is not 
and never has been an “institution for 
thie tefenee af the masses.’ Its sole 
function has been “to promote and to 
Tuste: alsvrders, no matter of what 
hind, so long as they seemed calculated 
{fo cause anxitty to the authorities and 
to hinder the free exercise of our po- 
litical! institutions.” Thus the economic 
boycott in. the north has deliberalely 
been transformed into a revolutionary 
strike. In view of these incontroverti- 
ble facts, which have for years past 
been manifest to all who had cyes to 
sec, the seerelary of the Radical and 
Socialist-Radical party declares: 

“Na one, except those who fish in 
froublous waters would be disposed to 
Dlame a genuinely democratic govern- 
ment if fl were to cast about for some 
means of putting an end to a state of 
affairs which is prejudicial to the in- 
{erests of the working classes, dan- 
serous fo rthe republic and has lasted 
teo long.” 

If, as fas goneraly assumed, these ut- 
feranecs reflect the views of the Radi-

True Character of Movement 

Nothing could illustrate the {rue 
character of the movement against the 
increased cost of living than whal has 
been taking place the last day or two 
al Demain,, a town near Valenciennes 
and about five hours’ railway Journey 
from Paris. Here there is—or was— 
a Socialist mayor named Selle, who in 
the beginning professed syinpathy with 
the consumers, and stigmatized’ the 
butchers as “bloodsuckers" who were 
draining the poor man's pocket for 
their own benefit, To prove this theory 
he proposed that the commune should 
break free from the “tyranny” of the 
bulehers, and buy and sell its own 
meal, and accordingly he purchased 
five or six oxen, slaughtered them al 
the town hall, and sold the meat ata 
prise fixed by the strikers. The resul! 
was ao loss of about 825 per ox, and he 
decided to abandon the experiment. 

Then the revolutionary orator Bron- 
tchoux came upon the scene and an- 
nounced that he would hold a meet- 
Ing and advocate a strike. M. Selle, 
acling under the explicit orders of the 
government, forbade the meeting, 
whereupon his house was surrounded, 
and threats were made that unless he 
rescinded the order and came out the 
mob would set fire to it, Recognizing 
too late that it was no longer the ques- 
tion of the price of meat, M, Selle made 
his escape secretly by a back-door ane 
fled, causing a notice to be posted al 
the “Maric that tia had resigned his 
post. This happened when M. Braut- 
choux succeeded in persuading flve or 
six thousand miners and metalworkers 
to turn out on strike, and they paraded 
the town all night, until they were fn- 
ally dispersed’ by a charge of hus- 
sars. 

A few mornings since the good wives 
of Bellevue (Paris suburb) met and 
drew up a tariff to be imposed on the 
tradesmen, and sailicd forth immedi- 
ately for the market to put it into ef- 
fective practice. A violent dispute at 
once began, as the market women are 
experts at defending themselves with 
(heir Longnes as well as. their fists, 
and at ten o'clock M. Lepine, prefect of 
police, arrived in a motor car, and was 
at once surrounded by representatives 
of both parties, Finding it impossible 
to conciliate them, he moved away, 
pursued by several hundred menageres 
vociferating their grievanees, Finally 
orders were given to the police to clear 
the markets of the Rue des Pyrenees 
and of the Pines des Ketes, but nol 
until a good deat of the produee had 
been thrown about and spoiled, 

On the whole, however, the demon- 
stration passed off in comparative quiet 
but it was apparently only intended as 
a feeler, or, us one of the Labar Fed- 
eration leaders put it, as ap “indleation’ 
of the temper of Paris.

Berne, Switzerland, Oct, 5.—A 
guide recently came into Kanderetstes, 
from the Loetsehenthal, and brought 
the news that a tail of ice from the
